Commercial Bank Breaks New Ground in Branch 
Establishment; Bonds and Cantaloupes 


Announcement of a banking 
innovation which, if successful in 
meeting the requirements of the 
law, will have important and far- 
reaching effects on the conduct of 
the national! banking business, wes 
contained in a statement given out 
yesterday by W. A. Bonynge, presi- 
dent of the Commercial National 
Bank, to the effect that his insti- 
tution is about to install a chain 
of branch banks in this city. The 
Commercial’s move will make it 
the first national bank in the 
United States to establish branch 
banks, according to Mr. Bonynge. 

Traditional legal opinion hes 
held that the establishment of 
branches by a national bank was 
impracticable under the Frderal 
banking laws. The only wavy 4 na- 
tional bank could expand beyond 
ite home office was through 
merger with a State bank and then 
nationalizing the acquired institu- 
tien. A State bank can be na- 
tionalized and retain its branches. 

The action of the Commercial 
National in establishing its 
branches directly without the use 
of the State bank legal device ie a 
reversal of accepted theory. Mr.

Topanga Canyon Slowly 
Moves; Carries Highway 


A landsiide in Topanga Canyon, 
carrying with it from 500 to 1000 
feet of the mountain highway, oc- 
curred late yesterday at the sum- 
mit of the drive, @hich is known 
as one of the most scenic motor 
routes in the West. The slide that 
started at the summit began at 
2:10 p.m., and continued gradually | 
for several hours. 

Some of the frame buildings at 
the top the mountain were re- 
ported to be sliding toward the 
valley with the earth affected.

“The foundation idea of the 
plan which the clearinghouse has 
approved has been that of estab- 
lishing direct relations between 
the school child and the bank, 
almost from the beginning of the 
impuise to thrift. . 

“The plan adopted by our com- 
mittee and indorsed by the clear- 
inghouse provides for the purchase 
by the association, of a stock of 
special home banks, of neat pat- 
tern, which can be opened ‘only 
by the tellers of the banks.
